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TWO STATUES OF PALLAVA KINGS AND 
FIVE PALLAVA INSCRIPTIONS IN A ROCK- 
TEMPLE AT MAHABALIPURAM.

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M November, 1922, Mr. R. V. Subralimanya Aiyar, B-A,, while acting as 
Assistant Archroological Superintendent for Epigraphy, Madras, paid an official visit 
to UabAbaliparam (ttamaUapnra as stated in its inscriptions or ttavalivarain 
as it is populariy ealled) to make a further search for inHcriptions and images in 
the rock-out temple of Adivaraha-Pcmmal at that historic viUage, Steps had no 
doubt been taken in the year 1012-1913 to remove the many modem mud walla that 
hide from view the fine old sculptures in the aevcrul cellars of the spacious rock- 
cnt verandah in front of the central shrine of thia temple. But the Madras G«v- 
emment decided iG.O.No. 175 Public, datk the 9th February 1914) not to interfere 
in the matter, on the advice of the Collector of Chingleput. Consequently, the old 
aeulptuiea of the temple, so far as they were then available, including only one ot 
the royal groups now published, could be photographed by flash light. The label 
explaining the Utter was not then visible, although a strong suspicion as to 
its existence was not altogether given up. The fresh attempt of Mr. Subrah- 
manya Aiyar has been more than successful, since another similar group of 
a king with two queens has also been discovered and the labels explaining both 
groups of images uncovered and copied. Besides these two label-inscriptiona 
two other Pallava inscriptions in the tock-ent verandah, and an inscribed slab 
of the Pallava King Nandivarman PallavameUa built into the floor outside 
the temple, were also aeci^ed. I have thus received, in all, from Mr. K. V. 
Subrabmanva Aiyar. 9 photographs of sculptures including that of the chief 
image of Vacaha-Perumal of the central ahrino, the ground plan of the cave 
ahovring the rock-cut portions, modem additions, the positions of the images, 
the inacriptions and the rock-cut piUars. together with triplicate ink-impressions 
of the five new Pallava inscriptions mentioned above, ^ Photographs of the two 
royal groups and the five inscriptions alone are reproduced in the accompanying 
plates and the rest are described below, _

The lock-cut veranduli of the temple is supported iu the front row by lour 
lion-bftsed octagon*! pfllars and by two simiki haU-pil1»ra standing agninat each 
Bide of the rock at ite ends, and, in the back row, again, by two Uon^ased 
octagonal pillars of the type common to Pallava architectore of the period of 
Esjaaimha-Naiasiriilittvarman II in the baginning of the Sth ceutuij A.B. The 
images reprcfiented in the niches are those oM^) Durga ^th 8 Arms, stand* 
ing in the posture wearing a high crown and treading with her left 

foot the severed head of the bufEalo-demon—a beantifu! group and a feme copy 
of that given at page 200 of my * Soath-Indian Gods and Goddesses"; (2) Sam- 
anya-Lakalimi, with her feet resting one on the other, on a seat decorated with 
fruits and creepers. The maids canj'ing water-pots and unguenta by the aide 
of this Goddess, are beautifully carved, and may, judpng from their head-dresses, 
represent the Pallava royal ladies described in tie Bequel. These figures are 
also the same aa those represented in figure llS in ' South-Indiau Gods and 

Goddesses ’ at page 188, but more clear and elegant; (3J Gan gdhara— * of 
5iva of the type described at page 132 and shown in figure 80 of the same 
work, supporting with his right upper arm a braid of Ms locks on which the 
river Gauga is supposed to descend ; (4) Brahma, the standing four-faced figure of 
the usual Pallava type (see fig, 6 in * Souih-lndian Gods ami Goddesses 'J and 
(S)and (6) Vishnu' and ^ankara-Harayana,* each attended by two kneeling 
and worshipping figures at their feet and Hanked by dvdrapala^. One of the 
dvSmpdlas to the right of the Tishnu figure has a five-hooded serpent shadowing 
his head. This may be the seipent-God Adisesha who is always connected with 
the Boar-Incamation of Vishnu. 

The most interesting discoveries, however, are the historical atatues,— 
the two groups of Pallava royal perBOnaees found in the two cellars of the front 
verandah, facing each other, on ite right and left sides (Piute II). The 
flMt of these on the righ t side near the Samanya-Lak^hmi group consista 
of a king seated on a three-legged (1) cushioned stool, in the posture, 

flanked bv his two standing queens whose prominent jewels arc the huge ear¬ 
rings and bracelets of the usual Pallava type. Both the queens wear crown# 
fashioned in the style known as the karanda-tnaJtufa, while the king himself 
wears the rimple cap-like high crown, ear-rings, and an under-gonnent (dAfifi) 
tnoked up at the waist as even in modem times. His right hand shows the 
cMnmtidrd or the contemplative posture indicating the right perception of truth. ^ 
The legs of the seat on which the king la seated are shaped artmically like those 
of a lion, and it look# as if the scat was a tme representation of the Pallava- 
sim/idsisjta. Whether the ladies wear sMs or not, cannot be esaetty made om;. 
The second group opposite to this is in a cellar near the Durga grtrap of images

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And conabts of a king and two queens, all atandhig, tlie k i n g with hia left hand 
holding the right hand of one of his queens — perhaps the senior — and with his 
right, pointing his fore finger towards the iroage in the central shrine. The 
crowns w'orn by the king and the queens are similar to those described in the 
first group, but the robe of the king and the sdTis of the queens are quite royal 
in their appearance, the former hanging in folds and showing the inner lining (1) 
of the robe. Besides, from the ivay in which the dress fits the arma, waist 
and breast of the figure wearing it, one is led to infer that the robe must have 
been ent, seivn and fitted as at the present day. In addition to the large ear- 
rings and pendants, the jewels worn by both the king and the queens Lnclnde 
necklaces. The breast cloth is absent in the case of the ladies. 

These two groups of royal personages hear, as already stated, labels at 
their tops. Above the group ou the north side of the verandah ia the follow* 
ing inscription in Fallava-Grantha characters (Plate 1, D) ;— 

The glorious athiraja {tidhirSfa) Simhavinna-PSttra (i.e.,SiihhBvi3bnn-P0tn},''’ 

Above the second is the following inscription also in stitiilar Fallava^Granthu 
characters (Plate I, E): — 

" The glorious nthirdja iadJnrdja) llahendra-POttra." 

From these labels it is e^Hdeut that the groups represent the Palinva kings 
Simhaviahnii and Mahendra, But who were these BimhAvishpn and Mahendra I 
Siiiihavishna, the father of Mahendra 1, was the founder of the last ruling line 
of Pallavas and the first conqueror of the Chdla country about the end of the 
7th century A.D., aa described in the Velltrpfilaiyara plates.® Narasimhavarinan I 
and II — ^the grandson and the great-great-grandson respectively of Siihhavish^n — 
were also known by the name Xarasimhavishnu^ (or briefly Einihavtidiiiu). 
Similarly Mahendra varnmn I the son of Sindiaviahuii was the first great Pal lava 
king, the inventor of rock-out temples in Southern India. In the Pa Hava geiieaology 
of tbia Simhaviahnu Une* there are. two other kings bearing the name Mahendra' 
varmAn. It is therefore difficult to say which of these groups of three eimilar names 
the representatious in the niches of the Yaraha'Perunifil temple exactly signify. 
Palaeography may, however, help us in settling the question, although the differences 
in writing separated by less than a century do not count for much. The characters 
of these records when e.vamined carefully and compared with the remarks of Br. 
Vogel given in Ids valuable article on the Yupa inscriptions of King Mulavarmac 
at Koeti in East Borneo, show tliat (1) the syllable M with Its rectangular shape

It shows only the vcrticaf shaft as in the early Brlhnii script without the cbarac- 
teristic tube or hook of the Pftlla^w age. iTie Koeti (East Borneo} Yiipa 
inscriptions of King Mulavarman of about the Sth century A.D. as deteamned by 
Dr. \''ogel,® BometiroeB show a ra without a hook (see c.g., in itiscription A. end of 
line 7). The CampS inscTiption of Bhadravarmau does not show the hook in 
the letter to. The letters fa and however, of the present records are the 
flame as those used in the Inscription of Rfijaslmhn Xarasinihavaiman II in 
the Atiranachande^ura cave temple at Siluvaiikuppain.'

been invented in the time of tliat king. The of the records under di6eii&ij*io 
muflt be ascribed to the time of Maliendravanuan 1, 

Thus it appears that these label inscriptionB were engraved at b time wlsen 
the oharacterisrica of the script of tie time of Jlnbendtavarman I had not 
altogether been forgotten and yet when some mnovatioiiB worn being introduced 
in the Pallava-Graiilha characters. Consequently, 1 am of opiniem that tlie char 
actors of these labels must belong to the lime of Paratn^aravanuan I and that 
the sculptures too, on which the records are engraved, must, have been eon- 
tomporaneous with them. It may not be far from the troth, therefore, if it 
is stated that the royal groupB topresent MahfludravarmaE I« the originator 
of rock'Cut temples in Sout^bern India and his son Kafa8iffl]ift?ltniia-E~Sildh&' 
Tislintl X, the inveterate foe of the Western Chaliikya king Vikwimlldjtya 1 (A.D. 
055 to 680), and distinguished in history by the title Vat&pikOnda> 

The two other inscriptions copied from the rock-cut verandah of the ^‘a^- 
Rhn-PenimSI temple confirm the above date for these writings, and throw liglit

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On thft non-sectariiiii cicctl of tho esrly P^Ufiva kings. The one on the lintel 
above the figure of Sonkaia-Narayatfa contains the following well-known FaurSnic 
verse on the ten Avataras of Vislmu with a slight variation and is inscribed 

in the very ‘tatne PulJava-Grautha characters^ {Flute I, C) as described above

The verse mentions tlie ten avataras of Vishnu, viz., the Fish* the Tortoise, the 
Boar, the klan-Lion, the Dwarf, Rama fi.e., Paraffiiraraa), RSnia {U„ Dafiamthi 
Rama), Kama (i.e.. Balarama), Buddha and Kalkin. It may be observed that 
sometimes this well known verse is recited with Kfiahtin substitoted for Buddha. 

Dr. Bloch writing on the subjeet of " the Vaishfluva imrasion of Bodh 
Gaya " * remarked that the earliest literary reference to the ninth rtua/STia of \ iah^u 
(viE. Suddliftl is found in a work of the IStJh century A.D. and that the Hindn 
notion of Buddha being an am^dw* of Vishnu must have arisen out of the 
piwoJ tree with which Buddha's ‘enlightenmeiit. ’ is intimately connected, while 
the tree itself is worshipped by the Hindus as Viah^^u* from even pr^Buddhiat 
times down to the present day. It k not impossible that this suggestion of the 
learned doctor is the apparent eEplenation for the Paurlpic tradition which iden¬ 
tifies Buddha with the ninth otufora of Viah^n. No Panratpc account, however, 
in describing the descent oi Buddha connects him with the j»pol tree under 
which he attained his nirvS^. Invariably they accept him as an aivj/dm of 
Vishnu himself who purposely incarnated on Earth to mislead the uswras and 
thereby secure an easy victor)' for the snraa. Here evidently, the term asuras 
refers to the followers of Buddha who did not accept the Vodie miunctiona 
as regarcU the existence of God, the perfonuance of sacrificeB, etc., and anwr, 
to the followers of the Vedas. 'Diis Pauranic theory of Buddha's intentional 
mislead in matters of Vedic ritual -was perhaps an interpolation inserted after 
the crushing defeat which the Buddhist iloctrine must have received at the hands 
of the Advaito teacher SaDkaracharya, who&e date ifl placed somewhere about the 8th 
century A.D. In the small poem Da^v<ttdrastolru, which is attributed to him 
gaiikaraciarya describes BuJdha-l hough the latter was Mb religious opponent^in 
verv hieh terms as a great sage (yoffi'n) seated in the padmdmna posture in 
deei meditation, and indicates thereby that he recognised Buddha as an <«»<4ra 
of Vishnu. The Samhitfe for which Dr. Schrader m Ms hitrodu^ton to toe 
paikUratra SaMUd fixes the 8th ceutury as the tomiims ad quent, apeak of the 
fallacious systems, the Buddhist and the .Arhata-^Sjfro of the Jamas, ns 

those which were revealed by the Lord Mmself in Ms Buddha and ^ishabha amtdras. 
At Sirpur in the tJeutral Provinces is a shrine of about the 8tb century A.D. m

Eupports the view that the incltision oi Buddha in the a vntttlms of V t flbn u. must 
bare already become familiar in the 8tli century. The I actually 

mentions Buddha as a secondary otYi/firo of li' ishnu. The T* ishttH^hosnuiAttut 
includes the name. The .4gni, Vishnu, Voraha and the Bh%avata purSnas include 
Buddha in the ten atn/nros of Tishi?u, but the Mahabharata, Harivam^ and the 
Beribh&gavata do not.** In Hindu iconography we have a figure of ^ iahnu in 
meditative posture called V0gc^‘ara-A itili^u (mentioned only by Heniudri of the 
ISth century), which may be taken to represent the Buddha-a vatars of Viahnu. 

The bcluaion of Buddha in the list of the ten oi’fifoms of Vishnu may not 
entirely be the result of a psychological connection established by the identificn- 
.tion of Vishnu with the 4^cot//iO-tree first and thence with Buddha hecunse of the 
enlightenment of the latter under the pifial tree. It may, as well have been due to the 
broad principles which guided the Brahniiuical framers of the Hindu pantheon us 
clearly stated in the ^amhitu literature. An incarnation (aiwtaro), says Dr, R. G' 
Bbaudarkar, ' acted sometmice like a human bemg or even a brute and at the same 
tinni had the miraculous powers of a God/ It h nt> wonder then, that Buddha, 
with the bewildering pow'ers displayed by him,—though non-Vedic and agnostic in 
his teachings—was easily counted as an uroidm, in the some manner as the sages 
^^a^ada, Suuatkumara, V^cda-VySau, Kapila, Dhanvantari, Dattatreya, and the 
kings Prithu, MUndhattl ond Arjuna. The Bbagavata-Purapa includes in a similar 
way and for siuiilar reasons the first Jaina Tirthankuta, Kiahabba (RishabhanS^tha) 
among the ouofom« of Vishnu. The reverence thus accorded to Buddha by tlie 
Brahmanic Hindus does not however indicate that be was actually worshipped in 
a temple or shrine dedicated to him, in the same way as the Yiiishnava m.Wdwvs 
Varaha, Naraidthha, VSniana (TrivLkrama). Rama and Kn^hpi. This might have 
been so on account of Buddha's iucarnatiou being considered to be either only 
a part umfiiru or to hbi teachings being, as stated above, agnostic and 

OB such opposed to Vedic Hinduism,* Without assigning any particular reason the 
YatindTumatadfpikS—a Vaitdinava poem of about the 16th century-—says that 
some amidrat of Vishtiu are worshipped and some are not. Buddha may have been 
one of those avfitdras who were not included in the category of gods worshipped for 
the sake of liberation. The reason why Buddha, in spite of his non^Vedic teaching, 
waaat- all included in the teu otu/Srua may have been because ( 1 ) the ahiiksS-dhtinm 
which he preached was common to early Vaishnavism as it was to Buddhiam and 
Jainism aud (2) the VAsudeva (K^ishmi) cult of the Bhagavad-GitS fiourished in 
the 4th century B,G, simultaneously with these two religions.* It is now eaaj' to 
understand also the dtlpa-^tm.s which prescribe the .^rlv'atsa, a sacred mark 
of Viabnu as a special mark of Buddha images as well. The SudHr^na.chaj?m 
(discus) of Vishnu correspouds petbapa to Buddha's DkartmtJiakra,

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It might be noted that the pifal tzee, whioh in the Vedic age and the Epic 
times was revered as the seat of Gods and the home of the Holy Muthera 
and known by the name Ke^vfiv&aa* * seems to have become in the later Fauranic 
age, evidently on account of its connection with Buddha, the home of ' the goddess 
of ill-luck " {Jye!ihth&). Two ways of development, says the Lihga-Furana,’' are 
created by the Lord for maukmcL One is that of the Brahmanas, the V'Sdas, 
the Vedic rituals and the pure goddess Sri (Lakahmi) and the other that of 
her elder sister dyeshthS, the goddess of ill-luck and evil and low class people 
who are outside the pale of the V'edaa. The story of JySshtha in the same Piufaijia 
states that she was married to a mge, who on that account was not admitted 
thenceforth mto the houses of Brahmanas that followed the Vedic rituuL Auxioua for 
a place where he could dwell in peace with his wife, the sage asked the advice of 
Mfirkapdeya. This sage told him which places to avoid and which to adopt. Of 
these latter, the houses where images of Bhikshu, Eshapanaka or the Bauddha 
existed wore stated to be the best places for Jy^t^a, the goddeas of ill-lnck and her 
husband to stay. The Padma-Furapa giving a slightly different version of the same 
story states that the pipal tree, which was another form of Vishnu hinisetf was 
fixed by that god to be the permanent abode of dySshthil or Alakshmh This 
atoij' divested of its paiimifM ethics preferring the adoption of Vedio worship to 
the non-Vedic, seema to suggest the connection of the pSpal tree with Buddha 
and Buddhism and as such fit only for .lyeshtha to live. Thus it appears that 
though the connection of Buddha with Vbh^ aa one of the latter^s avataras was 
accepted by the Purfi^s and Surnhitas generally on account of his miraculous 
powers and his high position as a religious reformer, yet hia non-Vedic teachings 
stood in the way of liis being raised to the status of a worshipped god. 
Later on, perhaps after the time of Sankaracbdiya, he even came to be looked 
upon as the propagator of an murie form of religion and his ^mbol the pTpol 
tree (Bddhj-druma, K^v5v*fisa) became the abode of ill-luck. 

The other verse which is i^aiva is written on the floor of the verandah 
(right side), in front of the Durgil group of uiiagea, b florid Palkva-Grautlm 
characters (Plate 1, A) of exactly the same type and size as those of fcho BauiAnuja- 
maijdnpf*! reproduced on Plate II fnemg page S of Ind, Vol. X, and trans¬ 
cribed at page 11 of the same volume. The text runst—

If. ns PiofeaiMjr Hultrsch says, the existence of this Saiva veree in the so-called 
RSmanuja-mimdapa at Mahabalipuram raises the presumption that the latter must 
have been a shrme of Siva excavated durii^ the reign of the Fa Hava kmg Para- 
me^varavannan I, a similar conclusion is not impossible in the case of ihe Varflba- 
PerumSl shrine also. The present unagG of Varaha in the central ahiine U eutindy

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covered with plaster and painted in colours and, so also are the walls of the 
central shrine cojnpletelj plastered. Consctiuently, there is no pos'^ihility of 
clearing up the doubt as to whether the presfiot rock-cut shraie of Vuroha- 
Pcrumal originallT enshrined also an imoga of Siva or not, Cut the ocenrrenco of 
the name of the temple as that of Parame^ara-MahavaTaha-VislmugrihB iu a record^ 
of the Clioln king Rfijendradeva [AD. 1052-i0t!4) in the same temple, proves 
that it mUKt have primarily a Vaiahnava shrine and that its founder was 
ParamesvaTOVivrman I. as tniiy be inferred from the first psrt of the name. 
This couclosion tallies with the result arrived at above, by an independent 
study of the palieopaphy of the laheUinscriptions. 

The Tamil inseriptLon (Plate I. B) on a slab built into* * the floor in front of 
the temple, near the balt-fnfha^ belongs to the time of Haildip5taTarmaii nf the 
Pallava-dynusTy and is dated iu his 65th year. The characters resemble those of 
Xandipottar, Nandipottamiyar, NandipOtavarman or Nondivarman Pallavanialla 
(first half of the eighth century) to whom belong (1) the KiSiSkndi Plates of his 
22nd year,* (2) the t-dayendiiam Plates of the 21 st year,* (3) the Malkm stone 
record* of the 15th year, (4) the Panchapandavamalai record of the 50th year « 
and the GudimaJlam Inscription of the 23rd year ^ The paheographic peen- 
liatities show that in all these recordjs^particnlaily the etone inscriptions (Nos. 
B and 4) and the Ea^kucli chopper plates — the vocalic w added to the letters 
t and n ia a tubelihe curve as in the present iuseription, sometimes turned more 
to the left in the copper-plate wript; that the vocalic d is the downward bend 
invariably attached to the right aide of the letter, being sometimes much smaller 
in size than the letter Itself, e.g., in the case of ta i and that the letter to U 
rounded at the bottom and has a narrow neck.* The letter na which in one 
case (1-6) appears in its older form as in the Palinva-Grantha alphabet used 
in the Kafichipuram inscription of Rajasuhha Natasiiiihavamian fl, ia found 
in the Kaifikudi Plates and again in the KlimuttugUr record of K6-Vi)aya-Kara- 
rtiihbfl vannan whom Dr. Fleet places immediately after Kandivarman Palia- 
vamalla (Kp, Iiid- VoL V, p, 160). In many other respects too, (e.g., the for¬ 
mation of the letter c/ta) the Mah&balipuram inscripiion in its palmography 
cone.sponds to the Ejlmuttugfir record quoted above and hence there can be 
no doubt as to its being a record of Nandivanuan Fallavamalla. 

According to the geneaology given in the Ka^akudi Plates, Nandivartnan 
Pallavamalla is known to have been a distant kinaman*', from a collateral branch, of 
ParameSvaravarraan 11. the last king of the Simhaviahim line of the Pallavas. A full 
account of the circumstances under which KlUldiVarniElll PailsTamELUa succeeded 
to the Pal lava throne after the death of Param^varavaiman 11 is depleted in twelve

kiogdoiu having become kingless, the ministers, senat<or3 and the uHsembly coiL^ilted 
together and approached Hiranpav arma-Maliaraja of the KadavSBa family and 
asked him to grant them a king. Htianjavaiman eommumeated this to some 
of the capalde mcnihers of his family, who, howeirer, refused go. Then 

calling his own Bons Snmallat Eaa&mallai Samgramamalla and FallaTauiallat 
he enquired of them if any wonid accept. The first three having refoBed, the 
fourth, FaliaTamallE'Paramfisvara consented. Though plcas^id with the noble 
resolve of this Sgthaka prince, the lather was against sending this sou who was 
then only twelve years old. At this stage, an old dgatnika (Bgumtka 1) of the court, 
called Taranikond^'Posar said: this {pEince) is one whtt is devoted to Maha- 
Viahuu. He must become an emperor." On this the lequirod permission was 
grunted ^nd the prince started in a paJauquin with Hiranyovamja-MaliSraja himself 
and Turunikonde-Po^ar leading the guarding armies. Alter going some distanco 
the prince got down from the palanquin and taking leave of them, went on 
his way crossing several mountaina, rivers and impasaahle forests. Hearing of 
his approach Pallavadi-Al'aiyar received him with a vast army, placed the prince 
on (in elephant, took him to Kanchipura-Maliauagar {the capital), but hlniHelf 
died (?),^ The Mahflsrimantas, the merchant!* and the assembly und 

Sadakka Muttaraiyar having heard of the prince’s arrival, met him with honouis 
and entered the Palace with him. Then, under the mmie Nandlvarmau, the circle 
of mmisters,'the feudatory chiefs, the two assemblies of adminisTTators end the 
senators, crowned him emperor and decorated him with the insignia of royalty 
Bttch as the peacock (!) parasol, the emich Jhimudraghoaha, the KhatN’a6ga banner, 
the Bulherest, etc,, and oilered him the royal seal Videlvidugu," This detailed 
description agrees, in the main, with what is hinted of him in the Kl^akudi 
plates. -A recently discovered copper-plate record, to be soon published in the A'p»- 
tjraphh ludicftt also confirms the very tender age of Xandivarman when ins¬ 
talled on the Palbva throne. Ir- says of him; arrtFH ufuTirnfft he, *' he 

of well-eatablriUod strength, received the kingdom while he was yet a youth.” 

The terms Kadavfisu, Ksthaka and KSijhikka which occur in the inscrip- 
tion are of much interest. The fomier, as the name of the family in which 
Hiranvnvarmaii was honi, gives us a clue aa to what the poaitton wa« of the 
descendants of Suhliavidinii's yoim^r brother tihinuLvurman, during the active 
rule at Kfinchi of dimhoviehnu a son ilahendravarman 1 and ilia succesaots. 
Kadav^ means ' the chief of the Kadnva ’ which, in the Tamil F(riyapurd\iit»i 
occurs as a synonym for Pa Hava. The Tandutam ioscription {Ep. hid, Vol. VH, 
p 25) uses kfidava and Pallava in identically the same Bcnae. The term also 
occurs in the Vejvikudi grant of the Pandya king Kedufijadaijap published in

see that the kings of the collateml line of Pallavas irhict descended from 
Bhiniavanmn, were actuahy called Ksdavas and ruled simultaneoiisiy with the 
Pallavas of the mnin line, somewhere over a distant part of the Pallava 
country. This latter fart is inferred from the statement that Pallavanialla had 
to go a long distance “ crosaing several mountainfi and Inipassable foreste " 
to reach Kanchl Perhaps, we can even conclnde from the frequent occurrence 
of the name Kaijuvotti and other allied fomifi of Kadavn in records- from the 
modem Cuddapah and Kumool districts and the Mysore State that the Kfid- 
avas of the Bhimavarman line ruled in those parts, though, later on, they claim to 
have ruled over Kfiflchi also.^ A Pallava ruler of the Telugu country at the 

of the Chaiukya invasion from the north under SatyS^raya of AyOdhyS 
was Trinayana of about the 6th century AT), He k often mentioned in Telugu 
inacriptiona as Trioayana-Pallava or Mukkanti-Kfi^uvetti, (see Ep. Bep. for 1008, 
p. 70 and Ep. hid. VoL X,p. 68). The Nolamba-Pallavas of theHanarese coun¬ 
try also trace their origin to him. Ka(Jakka-Muttaraiyar who joined with the 
chiefs and merchants of KSnchl in installing Palhivamalla on the throne must 
have been another near kinsman of the Pallavas and an ancestor of Kaduvatti 
Muttarasa who about the end of the 9th century A.I), laid seige to Kfiyatfir 
(Laddigam), a village iucladed in the Punganur'^mindan of the Chittoor dis¬ 
trict, in the t imp of the BSna king Vijayadif^^a II (see Ep. ind. Yol. XATIj 
p. 3J. We learn further that the term Kadakka, through the Banskritized Kfithaka, 
was also a form of Kadava (Bp. hid. Vol. VH, p. 167, footnote 2). 

The inscription records the gift of a pasture-land for calves 
kajflni) by one of the merchants {noQamUdr) of MrimaUapura, himself having 
purchased the land in question from a native of Kupiattui in the district of 
Amfir-uadu. Amur and Kilnnattur are villages ia the Chingleput taluk of the 
Chingleput district in the Madras Presidency.
